Backgr ound

General Prohibition Five (8736.2(b)(5) of the EAR) prohibits
exports to certain end-users or end-uses wthout a |license. This
final rule anends 8744.1 to refer exporters to the newy added
Suppl emrent No. 4 to part 744 of the EAR the Entity List, which
inforns exporters that a license is required for shipnents to Ben
@urion University, Israel, of conputers with a CIP between 2,000

and 7,000 M ops.

Al t hough the Export Adm nistration Act (EAA) expired on August
20, 1994, the President invoked the International Energency
Econom c Powers Act and continued in effect, to the extent
permtted by law, the provisions of the EAA and the EAR in

Executive Order 12924 of August 19, 1994.
